Judge Riddell Proposes to, Ston Per- 
jury and Takes Unusual Course.

MANY REFORMS IN CHINA. 


Edict Issued Committing Government 
to Certain Policies. 


Pekin, Nov, 23.—An edict was 
sued today declaring that the era of 
Pu Yi, the infant Emperor of China, 
be named Hsvan Tung, meaning “Pro- 
claimed suecerssor.” This characteri- 
zation is interpreted as signifying the 
unification of the nation upon the re- 
form programme of the throne, 

Another ediet orders a posthumous 
title for Kuang Hsu in recognition |f 
his merits. It enlarges upon the re- 
form program to which tae valedic- 
tory of the emperor committed the 
throne, and thus commits the govern- 
ment again to the details set forth in 
the programme. 

The regent has set aside Nov. 25 for 
the members of the diplomatic corps 
in Pekin to appear in the Forbidden 
City and express condolences of their 
respective governments on the death 
of the Emperor and Empress, Three 
members from each legation will ve 
received at 9 a.m. They will bow 
three times before the coffins of the 
Emperor and the dowager-Emprevs, 
and onee to Prinee Chun, the regent. 


The dowager-Kmpress  Yehonala, 
acting on a memorial presented by 


princes and the ministers, has issued 
an edict that the period of mourning 
be reduced for the regent and the 
court to one hundred days, and for 
the people to seventy-seven days. 
Orders were issued vesterday that 
the military manoeuvres in the Yang- 


tse valley be modified on account of 
the mourning. 


Pekin is absolutely quiet, and no 
disturbances are anticipated. Ten 
thousand foreign drilled troops are on 


Pekin, and their presence assures the 
maintenance of order, These soldiers 
are friendly to foreigners. 

Considerable adverse comment has 
been arroused by the fact that Prinee 
Chun, the regent, is ignoring the Chi- 
nese in announcing the composition «f 
the committees that are t have the 
funeral obsequies of the late Emperor 
and Empress in hand.
